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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed November 6, 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant states, on page 3, paragraph 1: "the result of the Higuchi download environment check does not cause interruption when data 
is acquired from the destination site." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Higuchi discloses, in paragraph 57, the user can input a 
schedule and the controller 36 uses the inputted schedule to determine when to begin downloading data from the delivery server 18 
(paragraphs 72-73). However, if the conditions for downloading at the time requested by the user are not optimal (paragraphs 77-80) the 
downloading process is halted (paragraph 81) and the controller 36 must reschedule the download for a later time (paragraph 83). The 
user of Higuchi is unable to received the data the user requested at the specified time the user requested, thus, the user of Higuchi 
experiences an interruption of a scheduled data download service from the delivery server, reading on claimed "interruption." Therefore, 
the Examiner will maintain the rejection of claim 1 as anticipated by Higuchi. 
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
